Members of the Citizens’ Campaign 
Committee for the bond issue, accompa- 
nied by a Post-Dispatch reporter, made 
and early round today of polling places 
in the wards supposed to be the strong- 
hold of the bridge combine. It was 
learned that while the vote was light 
during the first half of the day, re- 
marks of a large majority of the voters 
showed them almost unanimous in favor 
of the entire bond issue proposition. 

In the Eleventh Precinct of the Fiftn 
Ward, where the. total. register vote is 
183, not one ballot was deposited against 
the bond issue in the morning. In the 
Second Precinct of the Fifth Ward the 
record was nearly the same. In the 
First, Second and Third precincts otf 
the Sixth Ward there was no opposition 
to the bond issue. 

In the Third Precinct of the Seventh 
Ward, 80 per cent of the morning vote 
was solid for the bond issue. The same 
general result was discovered in other 
precincts of the Eighth and Ninth 
wards. All the watchers and election 
officials said that, while the morning 
vote was light, it was, so far as could 
be ascertained, solid for the bond is- 
sue. 

In the western wards early voting was 
the rule. .In the Pourteenth Precinct of 
the Twenty-eighth Ward there were 40 
voters registered, and # per cent of 
them had voted by 9 o'clock. Here the 
opposition to the bond issue was not 
strong. 

At noon the big automobile bearing 
President Kingsland and Chairman Ir- 
vine of the joint committee visited the 
Third Precinct of the Ninth Ward, 
where they ascertained that 51 out of 
the 292 votes registered had been cast. 
Here the judges of the election said that 
opposition had developed to the King’s 
Highway improvement, but that no one 
had spoken in opposition to the free 
bridge. They declared the voting had 
been almost unanimous on the whole 
ballot. 

In the Fourth Precinct of the Tentth 
Ward the report from the polling place 
was that 58 of the total vote of 288 was 
apparently unimous for the whole prop- 
osition. The same condition generally 
was reported from the Sixth precinct 
of the Eleventh Ward, where 79 out of

The Citizens’ Campaign Committee 
has directed its final appeals toward 
persuading voters to vote for each of 
the nine propositions. The highest to- 
tal vote cast on any proposition will 
serve as a standard for the passage or 
defeat not only of that proposition, but 
of the other eight. All nine must re- 
ceive two-thirds of this highest vote, or 
he defeated, according to the ruling of 
the Board of Election Commissioners. 
This means that a failure to vote on any 
proposition may be equivalent to a vote 
against that proposition, and will surely

Jett says that James Hargis, former 
County Judge of Breathitt County; Ed- 
ward Callahan, former Sheriff; Tom 
White, John Abner, John Smith, himself 
and others, are responsible for the as- 
sassination of Dr. B. N. Cox, Cockrill 
and Marcum. Jett mentioned several 
men who are equally guilty, but their

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 12.—At 3:45 
o'clock this morning a fire at the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. destroyed count- 
less barrels of oil and caused a logs es- 
timated at from $25,000 to $50,000. The 
fire was started by a spurk from a Fris- 
co banana train. 

The noise of the explosions and the 
dense volume of pitch black smoke en- 
veloping. the town caused a panic, and 
hundreds of people rushed to the scene.

Torpedo Boats Will Sail Across 


~Four Seas on Test Voyage. 


NORFOLK, Va., June 12.—A fleet of 
torpedo boats has been assembled which 
will proceed to the Philippines. There 
are some problems to be solved in the 
voyage of these little boats across the 
four seas, upon which the famous cruise 
outward of Commander Chandler’s mos- 
quito fleet throws no light. That fleet 
was made up of torpedo boat destroy- 
ers—much larger boats than these about 
to be sent out—and consequently with 
much greater steaming radius, the most 
important consideration on such a voy- 
age. 

The boats of the new fleet are all sim- 
ple torpedo boats; the Bagley, Biddle, 
Tingey, Thornton and Shubrick, averag- 
ing in displacement only about one hun- 
dred and sixty-five tons or a little more 
than a third of the destroyers. So it is 
believed that it may be necessary to as- 
sist the little boats by towing them 
when their coal supply runs low and the 
weather is such that they cannot be 
coaled from the convoying ships, and 
experiments will be made before the 
fleet sails to determine the ability of the 
convoying ship to handle the boats in 
towing line. After the experience of the 
first fleet and of Commander Hosley 
with the drydock Dewey, thé’ taval of- 
ficers believe that they can accomplish 
ahnost anything in that direction.

OMAH, Neb., June 12.—With a peni- 
tentiary sentence of from one to séven 
years staring her in the face, no fur- 
ther attempt is being made to recover 
from Mae Thomas the diamond she has 
been guilty of stealing. 

It was suggested to Jeweler Combs 
that if he could not get her to sub- 
mit to an operation he might institute 
replevin proceedings. It was pointed 
out that the law had been successful 
in determining the fact that the jewel 
was stolen, that it went into the wom- 
an’s mouth, and by implication, at least, 
that she swallowed, and presumably 


that she still has it in her possession. 
On the other hand, physicians had ex- 
hausted their skill in efforts to recover 
it and accomplished nothing. Hence it 
was clear that the law could do more 
for him than medical science. 

Combs, however, determined to delay 
further proceedings until after the sen- 
tence was pronounced, which will prob- 
ably be next Saturday, the defense hav- 
ing requested time to prepare arguments 
for a new trial. This demand will be 
resisted by the State, and it is not be- 
lieved the court will be persuaded to 
grant it.

Though connected wfth the Mutual Life 
for more than thirty years, he was never 
popular in the company, whereds every- 
body, down to the humblest employe, 
was fond of Dr. Gillette. 

Grannis looked nervously about him 
when he entered the courtroom and was 
plainly ill at ease while undergoing the 
perfunctory arraignment. He is very 
tall and slender, with delicate features 
and a full gtay beard. His hair was 

rted exactly in the center and care- 
fully brushed. He carried a cane and 
did not remove his gloves, though the 
courtroom was very warm. 

During the brief proceedings, Dr. Gil- 
lette was painfully nervous and seemed 
to feel his position keenly. He shifted 
from one foot to the other, and his face, 
ordinarily jovial and smiling, looked 
worried and drawn. 

For thirty odd years he had been one 
of the great powers in the Mutual Life, 
and owing to his close intimacy with 
President McCurdy, was much courted 
by the big financiers of Wall street. 
Troubles have fallen upon him thick and 
fast of late. His wife died a few months 
ago, then he was forced to resign the 
vice-presidency of the Mutual, with 
which he had been connected 38 years; 
then came suits for restitution of im- 
mense sums, and finally indictments on 
criminal charges. 


Penalty, 20 Years. 


In five indictments Dr. Gillette is 
charged with forgery in the third de- 
gree and in one with perjury, com- 
mitted before the special grand jury 
which has been investigating life in- 
surance crime since May 7. One of 
the indictments against Grannis is 
for forgery in the third degree and 


another merely charges misdemeanor, 

The maximum punishment for per- 
jury on indictment for felony, as in 
the case of Dr. Gillette, is 20 years in 
State’s Prison. Forgery in the third 
degree is punishable with imprison- 
ment for five years. A misdemeanor 
is punishable with one year’s impris- 
onment or a fine of $500, or both, 

All of the five indictments for for- 
gery against Dr. Gillette are based 
upon the fraudulent doings of the Mu- 
tual. Life’s* supply department under 
Andrew C. Fields and consequent 
false entries on the books of the com- 
pany, mad@ it is alleged, by @direc- 
tion of Dr. Gillette, to conceal the 
fraud, Falsifying the beoks or records 
of a corporation constitutes forgery 
in the third degree.

NEW YORK, June 12.--‘‘Neither Mr. 
Hearst nor Mr. Belmont will dérive 
much satisfaction from Mr. Bryan's in- 
terview cabled from Berlin,’’ says the 
World. 

“Mr. Bryan disposed of Hearstism in 
two short sentences: ‘Democracy rec- 
ognizes competition as legitimate and 
tries to protect the competitive princi- 
ple from attack. Socialism sees com- 
petition as an evil to be eliminated by 
public ownership and operation of all 
means of production and distribution.’ 

““Equally short shrift is made of Bel- 
montism and Ryanism: ‘In our fight for 
the absolute elimination of private 
monopoly and for the regulation of cor- 
porations in general it is necessary that 
the party shall be free from any sus- 
picion of any alliance with the corporate 
interests that have been dominating 
American politics.’ 

“Mr. Belmont’s activities in connec- 
tion with Judge~Parker’s nomination in 
1904 cost the eandidate thousands upon 
thousands of votes. Similar activities 
on Mr. Hearst's part in connection with 
anybody's nomination in 1908 would be 
equally disastrous. Before doing any- 
thing else the Democratic organization 
must free itself from its millionaire 
handicaps, whether they call themselves 
Conservatives or. Socialists. Mr. Bel- 
mont using his corporation influence to 
control the Democratic organization for 
his own advantage, or Mr. Hearst using 
his millions to gain possession of the 
party machinery for his own advantage 
—both are equally objectionable.”

Brick and Stone Work on Many 
Buildings Stopped by 
Walkout.

WAR WITH BRICKLAYERS 





Building Trades Council Men 
Refuse to Work Where They 
_ Are Employed. 


The building strike is on again at 
full swing and all over St. Louis mem- 
bers of.the unions affiliated with the 
Building Trades Council are refusing 


to work on jobs where members >of the 
International Bricklayers’ Union or 
members of the Stonemasons’ Union 
are employed. 

Where no brick or stone work is to 
be done, work on buildings is _ pro- 
gressing as usual, except in the case of 
skyscrapers. Here construction is at a 
standstill because of the strike of the 
structural iron and steel workers. 

Up to Tuesday noon more than five 
thousand Building Trades Council men 
hai walked out. Building operations 
now are confined to structures where 
the stone and brick work has been 
completed or to frame houses, where it 
is not necessary to employ stonemasons 
or bricklayers. 

Until there is a settlement or until 
both sides begin active warfare by im- 
porting workmen, it will be impossible 
to commence work on new buildings in 
St. Louis.

City Officials Propose to Give 
All Citizens Power of 
Arrest. 





FINES FOR VIOLATIONS 





House of Delegates Will Work 
to Hasten Passage of New 
Ordinance. 


That every St. Louisan should have 
the power of a meat inspector, so he 
could bring to court any packer or 
butcher whom he found slaughtering 
or selling diseased or impure meat, is 
the substance of the plan which has 
come out of a conference between oity 
Officials who are making a study of 
the situation. 

In the Mayor's office Monday after- 
noon the Mayor, Health Commission- 
er, Delegates Wiedmer, Nash and 
Metzler, Meat Inspector F. X. Mulhall 
and City Veterinarian Adolph | Kam- 
merer held three hours’ discussion. 

The Health Commissioner submitted 
the draft of an ordinance which pro- 
vides for 12 meat inspectors instead of 
four, and gives them additional pow- 
er. ‘It places the penalty for the sale, 
Or attempted sale, of impure meat at 


from $50 to $500 fine. 

The delegates said they thought the 
ordinance a good one, but suggested 
that it should go further. The idea 
of giving every citizen some of the 
power and privileges of a meat. in- 
Spector was the result. 

In all probability the ordinance will 
be amended so as to make the reforms 
in the matter of meat inspection more 
sweeping. The members of the House 
said that if the ordinance were pre- 
pared immediately they would make 
especial efforts to have it passed by 
the Municipal Assembly before the 
summer adjournment.

You 
wouldn't want to trust me in your 
home,” 

But Edler did. He assured her that 
it was her very candor and honesty ! 
revealing her past that vprennee 
him,’ and he insisted that she accepi 
his tender of a good, easy job. She 
had thrown him no gold bricks, he 
said, and he appreciated it. Finally 
he induced her to take the position. 

The woman entered his home as 
housekeeper 10 weeks ago and was 
excellent help.

A Cigar Problem. 

How many cigars must the tenant of 
No. 1 Wall street, New York, sell in 
the 28x28 storeroom to pay $40,000 per 
annum to his St. Louls landlord, cover 
his other store expense and earn @ 


profit commensurate with the risk in- 
curred? Eliminating Sundays, holidays 
and half holidays, when Wall street and 
Broadway is deserted, there remain 285 
days in which the selling time is lim- 
ited to the hours between 8 a. m. and 
6 p. m, Few persons are in that vi- 
cinity before 9 a. m. and few after 3 
p. m. at any season of the year and 
in summer Offices close even earlier. 
The number of men who smoke $1 
cigars is small, there are many who 





smoke 50-cent cigars, more who pay 
2% cents for their smokes, but the vast | 
majority do not go over two for a quar- 
ter. The average price is probably 
about 15 cents. 

Store expense, exclusive of rent, can 
probably be covered with $10,000. The 
tenant would probably expect a profit 
equal the rent item. If these assump- 
tions are correct he will need to take 
in $90,000, exclusive of the cost of goods. 
His gross profit may be assumed to be 
about three cents a cigar. On this 
basis he must sell 27,000,000 cigars an- 
nually, or nearly 91,250 dally.

Violated Law. 


It igs now intimated that H. Clay 
Pierce, who failed to appear at the 
hearing of the Standard Oil investiga- 
tion Monday, went to New York more 
because of what he thought the Texas 
authorities might do to him than what 
might happen to him in Missouri. 

Jewell P. Lightfoot, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General of Texas, came to St. Louis 
expressly to hear Mr. Pierce's testi- 
mony before Commissioner Anthony, sit- 
ting in the Standard Oil case. He will 
remain until Friday, at which time the 
commissioner has ordered Mr. Pierce to 
be in St. Louis prepared to answer ques- 
tions put by Attorney-General Hadley 
of Missouri. He is deeply interested in 
that phase of the investigation which 
bears upon Mr. Pierce and the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., of which Pierce is the 
head. 


In 1900 the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 
was ousted from the St&te of Texas 
on the charge that it was allied with 
the Standard Oil Co., and was, there- 
fore, in a trust, doing business in vio- 
lation of the Federal anti-trust laws. 


Wag Reorganized in 1900. 


Shortly after that the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co. was reorganized, and Mr. 
Pierce filed an affidavit with the Tex- 
as authorities to the effect that he 
Owned 3996 shares of the company’s 
4000 shares of stock. The other four 
Shares were held by employes of the 
company for purposes of incorpora- 
tion, and he was, therefore, practical- 
ly the sole owner of the stock, he said.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 12.—The No- 
bles’ Congress now in session here has 
practically indorsed the Government’s 


agrarian program, having declared itself 
against the forced_expropriation of land 
and proposing only two methods for the 
relief of the peasants. These are pur- 
chases of land through the peasantg 
banks and transmigration Siberia, es- 
pecially commending the} latter and 
recommending the granting of free 
land in Siberia and exemption from 
taxes for a period of years. 

‘An influential but small minority, 
headed by Count Uvaroff of Saratoff, 
protested against the selfish attitude of 
the nobility, urging unavailingly that 
the large landlords, if they wished to 
escape from utter ruin, must cede some- 
thing to the peasantry and at least con- 
sent to the expropriation of surplus es- 
tates, 

A strong effort is being made by the 
moderate Liberals, who are being organ- 
ized into a new party under the lead- 
ership of M. Yermoloff, formerly Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and now a member of 
the upper house, to induce the Emperor

Church Was Established. 


; As an offset, a small building on 
[Twenty-ninth street, about 100 feet 
from the Pidgeon Building, was quickly 
remodeled, and a Baptist Church estab- 
lished. When the saloon building was 
ready for occupancy, a saloon license 
Was refused because the church had 
“beat them to it,’’ and there was a 
church within 3800 feet. 

Since that time the building has been 
vacant, but Saturday saloon (fixtures 
were put in place and the customary 
beer signs were hung in front. The pe- 
tition of three property owners in the 
block was filed with Mayor Cook, and 
another application was made for a li- 
cense. All arrangements were made for 
opening the saloon. The petition was 
signed by Henry Dinzler, E. W. Carter 
and C. J. Pidgeon.

WILLIAMS OPPOSING IT 





Chops Allowance From Appro- 
priation Bill, but Roosevelt 
May Get It. 





By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June  12.—President 
Roosevelt called in a number of corre- 
spondents of Republican papers Monday 
‘ afternoon and told them how anxious he 
is to get $25,000 a year from Congress 
for traveling expenses. He was most 
displeased when he found that the ap- 
propriation had been eliminated from 
the sundry civil bill on a point of order 
raised by Representative Williams, but 
cheered up when he was told that Rep- 
resentative Watson of Indiana had put 
in a separate bill containing the neces- 

sary legislation. 

fhe President feels that an allowance 
of $2,000 a year would barely pay for 
his official visits to different sections of 
the country. He is compelled to take 
with him two secret service men, three 
representatives of the press associa- 
tions, a secretary and a stenographer. 
In addition, he must take on his ear lo- 
cal newspaper men and officials, This 
brings his expenses up to a large ag- 
gregate sum. If he could travel as an 
ordinary citizen, he could take a section 
or a stateroom and not be compelled to 
pay out much money. 

The President feels that itis his duty 
as chief executive to travel. People 
like to see him and it is a matter to 
be remembered by some of them. He 
likes to give them this pleasure. He 
dislikes to accept favors from railroad 
companies and is unable to afford the 
expense from his own pocket. Institu- 
tions inviting him to visit them, such 
as the Carnegie Institute at Pittsburg, 
are able and willing to defray all his 
expenses. Other inatitutions are not 
able to do this, and he would use the 
allowance of $25,000 a year for that pur- 
pose. The Suwanee Inatitute in Tennes- 
see and a college in Kansas have “— 
him to come and make speeches. e 
desires to do so. They are unable to 


pay his expenses. Unless Congress sup- 
plies the money, he will be unable to go. 


One Trip Coat $50,000. 


The idea of the President is to have 
authority given him to use $100,000 dur- 


ing a four-year term. Otherwise the ap- 
ropriation of $25,000 a year would not 
a adequate. His trip to the St. Touis 
World's Fair dedication cost $50,000. It 
is his or ahr that during the lon 
session of Congress a President woul 
do but little traveling and make up for 
it during the short session. The money 
would be made available at any time 
and. distributed throughout a term. 

In his opinion the railroads’ lose 
nothing by furnishing the President 
with free cars and transportation. He 
feels that they sell excursion tickets 
and secure enough benefits in adver- 
tising to more than compensate them. 
The President is also displeased be- 
cause Congress has not provided him 
with suitable stable accommodations 
here. He declares the stable is un- 
sanitary and he will not keep his own 
ridin orses in it. Wyoming, his 
favorite saddle animal, presented him 
by the ranchmen of Wyoming, died in 
this stable. It is the intention of the 

- President, if Congress does not make 
proper provision for his horses, to 
ask that the executive stable be close 
and he be given authority to boar 
the horses elsewhere. 

These things he recited with earn- 

-estness to the correspondents.
